Rome, Jan. 18.—-Five trains, carrying quicklime, have been 


sent from Rome today to the earthquake zone, where shocks 
continue to raze the buildings left in 60 towns and villages, 
turning them into tombs for the dead, following the awful 
disaster of last Wednesday. The lime is being used to destroy; 
the dead bodies recovered by the troops who have no time to 
inter them in separate graves. 
It is believed that the imme- 


diate destruction of the, bodies will prevent the dangers of an 
epidemic of disease which is threatened by a warm wave that 
has succeeded the intense cold which followed the disaster. 
, 


A cold rain is now falling in Italy, extinguishing fires which 


had broken out in several towns near Avezzano. Although 
the rain has saved from death many who were in danger of 
being burned in the ruins of their homes, it has increased the 
suffering in the concentration camps of the refugees of Avez- 
zano, Cappello, and Sora.•
